Public Health Act: the provincial in- 
spector . had made two visits. Four 
had been quarantined for scarlet fever, 
twenty for measles, three for smallpox, 
two for mumps. ‘The Isolation Hospit- 
al was opened five times during the 
year, in each case for an outsider. The 
Chief believed that the meat inspection 
was a good arrangement: the peddling 
of meat in small quantities in the sum- 
mer time would not be inthe interests 
of the public health. The. restaurants, 
butcher shops, hotels, poolrooms and 
feed barns were in good condition ex- 
cept one restaurant. The scavenger 
had given every satisfaction; the Ing- 
spector had become responsible for the 
collections. The removal of garbage 
from the restaurants had been over- 
come by the new system. at 

Chief of Police Anderson reported 62 
persons arrested and summoned in 
1921—20 cases were withdrawn. The 
fines amounted to $544.50, the Govern- 
ment receiving $26, as against $273 
total fines last year. Property to the 
value of $2,527 was stolen, of which 
$2,253 was recovered; $120 property 
was lost, of which $116 was recovered. 

Two success- 
ful raids were conducted, 94 bottles of 
liquor and three barrels of beer being 
taken.

Yesterday, the Red Deer Memorial 
Hospital passed into the direct control 
of the city, and a new chapter in its 
history has just been started. 

The institution has gone on for 
years, doing a marvellous work for 


suffering humanity. The thanks of 
the community are due to the men and 
women whoée patience and self-sacri- 
fice have brought it through all these 
years. 

The City has kept in the background 
to a very large extent as the guaran- 
tors of the institution, providing what- 
ever financial assistance that was ab- 
solutely necessary. 

The unusual conditions of the past 
year or two have created new prob- 
lems in Hospital administration. 
Costs of supplies and salaries have 
been higher than in normal times, the 
community has_ been particularly 
healthy, and some who should have 
used the -hospital have been prevented 
from doing so on account of the cost. 

Under our present system, the Hos- 
pital is dependent on the misfortunes 
of suffering humanity for its mainte- 
nance. en there is plenty of sick- 
ness, the Hospital finances prosper; 
when the wards are empty, the city 
taxpayer has to foot the pill. 

The records show that 85 per cent. 
of the patients during the past year 
have been non-residents of the City 
of Red Deer. And yet, because there 
have been fewer patients than usual, 
and fewer outsiders have been com- 
pelled to pay hospital bills, the tax- 
payers of the City of Red Deer have 
to dig down in their pockets right 
away and pay a few thousand dollars 
of deficits. . 

In other words, the citizens of Red 
Deer pay 15 per cent of the mainte- 
nance when the warde are full and 100 
per cent. of the maintenance when the 
wards are empty. 

The Municipal Hospital scheme is 
dormant at the present time because 
a few people in the surrounding dis- 
trict object to reimbursing the City 
for the payments it has made on be- 
half of the whole community to keep 
the institution open when the whole 
community is healthy and the unfor- 
tunate sick have not been compelled 
to pay for its maintenance. 

Such an attitude is manifestly un- 
fair, and The News has every confi- 
dence that the British instinct of jus- 
tice ang fair play will yet prevail, and 
that this whole community will co- 
operate in bringing the Hospital 
thoroughly up-to-date and placing it at 
the service of all who suffer. 

In the meantime, the City must 
carry on. The rates charged to out- 
siders will have to be adequate to 
cover the cost of maintenance. If 
the Provincial government relieves 
the Municipal Districts of responsi- 
bility for the payment of the hospital 
accounts of their residents the man- 
agement will have to insist on pay- 
ment of a deposit upon admission of 
the patient. Much as the city might 
wish to maintain the institution and 
place it at the service of all, regard- 
less of their financial standing, it can 
not be done. The City is compelled 
to be heartless if necessary, for the 
ratepayers are carrying all they can 
bear. 

The News refuses to believe how- 
ever that the surrounding country will 
ask the city to carry the load indefi- 
nitely. Surely the year 1922 will see 
the establishment of the Municipal 
Hospital district.

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THE FAMINE IN RUSSIA 


The horror of the famine in Rus- 
sia is so appalling that the loss of life 
in the great war sinks into insignifi- 


cance beside it. In some districts 
the dead bodies of the women and 
children are piled up like cordwood, 
awaiting burial, workmen being un- 
able to bury them fast enough;, and 
every day the situation is growing 
worse and will last for at least 
eight months more. It is estimated 
by American relief workers that at a 
low estimate 5,000,000 people will die 
this winter trom famine, exposure and 
typhus, and some believe the death 
rate will be nearer 10,000,000. That 
is more than every man, woman and 
child in this broad Dominion of Cana- 
da. It is unthinkable; too horrible 
for the average mind in this free and 
enlightened country to grasp. In 
the face of such distress how trivial 
our own little worries and troubles 
seem in this land of plenty.

DEATH RATE IN 
WEST LOWEST OF 
WHOLE DOMINGIN 


Three Prairie Provinces Tied for Low 
Level, Official Report States. 


Ottawa, January 4.—The stress of 
modern life is reflected in vital statis- 
tics compileq by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics. The statistics cover the Dom- 
inion, with the exception of Quebec, 
and were compiled as the result of 
conferences held during 1919 between 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and 
the registrar-general’s department of 
eight provinces. 

Owing to the difficulties in the col- 
lection of such statistics, the present 
compilation applies only to February 
last. None the less, it has an inter- 
esting story to tell. It shows that 
deaths for Canada (exclusive of Que- 
bec) totalled 5,895 in February, 1921, 
or a monthly rate of .9 per 1,000 esti- 
mated population. Prince Edward 
Island with 1.3 had the highest provin- 
cial rate for the month, while Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
tied with .6 per 1,000 for the low level 
rate. In comparing the western and 
eastern provinces, attention is drawn 
tothe younger population of the west- 
ern provinces. In the east, the death 
rate is naturally higher where “old 
age” figures highly in the record of 
causes of death. Organic diseases of 
the heart led in February last «: the 
six diseases ranking highest ji. cause 
of death.

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CITY COMMISSIONER 
ANSWERS QUESTIONS 
ON ASSESSMENT 


Gives Reasons to Council for Reduc- 
Ing Assessment on Lands This Year. 


The following is the text of Commis- 
sioner Stephenson’s answers to ques- 
tions asked in the Council meeting 
last Wednesday evening and answered 
last night: 

Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith replies to ques- 
tions asked by Alderman Best: 

1. What effect will the reduced land 
assessment have on holders of Treas- 
ury Bills? None whatever. The Treas- 
ury Bills are a Hability of the city at 
large and the assessment does not 
affect the security in any way. 

2. What effect will it have on our 
future borrowing powers? The_ bor- 
rowing powers by qebenture issues 
will be reduced. I pointed out in my 
annual financial report that our pres- 
ent debenture debt is a little higher 


.| than is safe, but that, if the annual re- 


duction madeinthe debt yearly were 
continued for a few years, this would 
be adjusted. 

8. Can we raise the assessment on 
vacant lots if found necessary next 
year? The Council appoints an as- 
sessor each year, and each year's 
assessment is independent of previous 
ones, and appeals made against as- 
sessments should be decided largely 
on values at the time the assessment 
was made regardless of previous aé&- 
sessments. I made the assessment 
for 1922, and this represents, broadly 
speaking, my opinion of value. If 
some one else makes the assessment 
for 1923 he might double the assess- 
ment. I have to justify before the 
Court of Revision and possibly a 
Judge, that my assessment is fair and 
equitable and he would have to do 
the same. Increase or decrease of a 
particular assessment is used as an 
argument on assessment appeals but 
not rightly so,as this is assuming that 
the previous assessment was absolute- 
ly correct and no assessor on this old 
earth at least can claim that his assess- 
ment {is absolutely correct in every 
particular or even in any particulars. 
If his basic unit of value is wrong, his 
whole assessment is wrong, if his 
assessments are equitable one with an- 
other. 

4, Would it not have been better to 
have made a 25 percent. reduction this 
year and then reduced gradually each 
year? This is rather a declaration of 
opinion by the person asking the ques- 
tion, than a question. In my opinion 
it was necessary to make a radical cut 
in the land assessment for 1922 for the 
following reasons: 

(1) In the past we have relied on the 
following clause in our charter gov- 
erning assessments: 

“T,and shall be assessed at its fair 
actual value, exclusive of the value of 
any buildings thereon. In case the 
value at which any specified land has 
been assessed appears to be more or 
less than its true value, the amount of 
the assessment shall nevertheless not 
be varied on appeal, if the value at 
which it is assessed bear a fair and 
just proportion to the value at which 
the lands in the immediate vicinity 
of the land in question are assessed.” 

I was informed last year that an ap- 
peal had been carried to the Supreme 
Court in case where a similar law to 
the above quoted was in force, and the 
decision of the Court was that, regard- 
less of the. above, the assessment 
must be based on the fair actual value 
of the lands. 

(2) In 1920 the Provincial Govern- 
ment appointed an Assessment Equali- 
zation Board of five. The Deputy 
Minister of Municipal Affairs was 
chairman, and there were two repre- 
sentatives appointed py the Union of 
Alberta Municipalities and two by the 
Association of Municipal Districts. 
This Board visited every municipality 
in Alberta collecting data and infor- 
mation, and fixed the land assessments 
in each locality for the purpose of 
equalizing the Supplementary Tax. 
Their report reads as follows: 

“In connection with the work of 
equalization in urban municipalities 
the Board found very great difficulty. 
In determining the total assessed 
value of lands and other property in 
such municipalities it has been a 
common practice to take the popula- 
tion as a basis. But the Board was 
confronted with the fact that many 
municipalities with a small population 
had a very large area, whilst others 
with a larger population had a_ far 
smaller area. As is well known, there 
has been a tendency to surround urban 
communities with as much subdivid- 
ed land as it was possible to place on 
the market, and in many cases, td 
subdivide out of all proportion to the 
requirements of the present, or of 
any even remote future. 

Moreovey, in the days of the boom 
in real estate the values placed upon 
the land were high enough to enable 
the authorities to levy a comparative- 
ly low rate and produce the amount of 
money desired. There has been a 
tendency to maintain just as high a 
valuation as possible on all lots, for 
the reason that the borrowings of the 
municipality have been limited to a 
certain percentage of the total assess- 
ed value of the lands’ within their 
bounds; and in addition thereto there 
has been a very great effort to main- 
tain a high assessed valuation in  or- 
der to obtain a low rate, rather than 
to have a normal valuation and allow 
the rate to be fixed altogether by the 
amount of money required to carry on. 

Further, the values placed on lands 
in some of the urban centres have 
been greatly modified in view of 
values placed upon improvements and 
of taxes levied upon businesses. 

For these reasons the Board could 


not be guided in any satisfactory way 


by the values which were placed upon 
lands by the local authorities. 

The Board has taken into considera- 
tion the population, the area, the busi- 
ness transacted within the limits of 
the municipality, the contiguous ter- 
ritory as related to the business 80 
transacted, and many other factors 
which go to determine the value& at 
which business property and residen- 
tial property should be placed, and 
has arrived at {ts conclusion after 
much careful comparison.” 

The total assessed value of the land 
in Red Deer was $2,237,060.00. The 
total equalized value set by the Board 
was $735,000.00 or less than one-third. 
The land assessment for 1922, which 
is in question, after providing for the 
removal of the lands recently acquired 
by the city from the roll, is still about 
double the value set by the Board. It 
is obvious that the values should he 
brought down reasonably close to the 
values fixeq by this outside independ- 
ent Board. 

It isumy opinion that the 1922 as- 
sessed values of land are not lower 
than the prices at which property can 
be sold today, and I will be very pleas- 


ed to.be shown I.am.wrong in this 
opinion. It is my opinion also, that 
in view of the decision of the Supreme 
Court referred to above and the report 
of the Equalized Assessment Board it 
was not'safe to attempt to maintain 
any longer an assessment on land 
much above the: fair actual value, as 
we have admittedly done in the past. 

5. We-have a certain ‘amount of rev- 
enue to raise. If the assessment is 
low the rate must necessarily be high- 
er. It would certainly give ,outsiders 
a better impression to have a low 
min rate than alow assessment? (Ans- 
wer). This is a‘-statement not a 
question. There is no answer, as the 
statement is correct. 

6: If the present assessment, in- 
cluding both land and improvements, 
is less than last year’s assessment un- 
der single tax, how do you propose to 
raise an additional revenue and still 
keep the rate down within reasonable 
bounds? It is absolutely necessary 
that we get additional revenues from 
the Provincial Government or other 
sources of relief from the Supplemen- 
tary Revenue Tax and the burden of 
providing school and hospital servic- 
es for outsiders at the expense of the 
ratepayers of the city. This applies 
regardless of high or low assessments 
or rates. In my opinion, stated last 
year, the property owners as a whole 
have reached the limit of their ability 
to pay. Taxation should be based on 
two fundamental principles: : 

1. Those receiving benefits fro 
city expenditures should pay for them. 

2. Taxation should be based on abil- 
ity to pay. Single tax denies both 
these principles, and is therefore 
wrong and it has been proven wrong 
in actual practice.

‘Some Plain Facts About 


Christian Science 


The following is, in part, an ad- 
dress, delivered by Rev. W. G. 
Brown in the Presbyterian Church 
dealing with the question of Christ- 
ian Science: 

(Continued from last week) 


~ We closed our study of Christian 
Science last week with a few observa- 
tions about the claim of this system 
to be called Christian, and we con 
cluded that it had forfeited every ap- 
pearance of a claim to be calied Chris- 
tian. It is interesting to remember 
that Mrs, Eddy in the beginning had 
no intention of establishing a church 
or turning her system into a religion. 
One evidence of this is the fact that 
she did not add her Key to the Scrip- 
tures till 1884, though she claims to 

ve received her special revelation in 
1 Her keen eye for money and her 
knowledge of the fact that human 
nature is more easily imposed on in 
the name of religion than in any 
other field leq her tosee a unique op- 
portunity that she proceeded to ex- 
ploit. There is no limit to her preten- 
tiousness or her nerve when calling 
upon the faithful to bow the knee to 
her authority. Listen to this: “The 
canonical writings together with the 
word of our text book (Science and} 
Health) corroborating and explaining 
the Bible tests in their spiritual import 
and application to all ages, past, pres- 
ent and future, constitute a sermon 
undivorced from truth, uncontaminat- 
eq and unfettered by human hypoth- 
esis, and authorized by Christ.” Her 
method is to take the words of Scrip- 
ture, give to them the most ridiculous 
meaning, and then interpret Scripture 
in the light of the meaning that she 
has decided to give to them. Let us 
take just a few samples from her own 
glossary. Earth: “A sphere; a type of 


eternity and immortality.” Firma- 
ment: “Spiritual understanding.” 
Evening: “Mistiness of mortal 


thought.” Gihon (river): “The rights 
of woman acknowledged morally, civ- 
illy and socially.” Adam: “Error—the 
belief in original sin—the first god of 
mythology, etc.” Twenty pages of her 
text book are taken up with just such 
rubbish as the above, and this is the 
basis of her key tothe, Scriptures. The 
so-called communion service is not a 
celebration of the Lord’s supper; but 
is a celebration of the breakfast that 
Jesus had with His disciples on the 
shore of the Sea of Galilee after His 
resurrection. No bread and no wine 
are used. Just atime of silent prayer. 
There is no communion service in the 
mother church in Boston; the local 
churches have this privilege, and any 
one who will accept this as a key to 
the Scriptures will accept anything. 
We have reviewed the life of Mrs. 
JIeddy and looked at some of the char- 
acteristic teachings. What about the 
fundamental basis of the system? 
On this and not on Mrs. Eddy it must 
stand or fall. Honest study, and no 
other is worth while, calls for the 
most thoroughgoing fairness. I want 
to let the so-called divine revelator 
speak for herself. May I ask you then 


to listen patiently while she pro- 
claims her creed. “The Scriptures im- 
ply that God ig All-in-All. From this 


it follows that nothing possesses real- 
ity nor existence except the divine 
mind and His ideas.” Spirit being 
God, there is butone Spirit for there 
can be but one infinite and therefore 
one God. There%s no evil in spirit be- 
cause God is spirit.” God, Spirit, 
alone created all and called it good. 
Therefore evil being contrary to good 
‘gs unreal and cannot be the product of 
God.” “The Science of Being shows it 
to be impossible for infinite spirit or 
soul to b 1a finite body or for man 
to have an intelligence separate from 
his maker.” Thisis pure unadulterat- 
ed pantheism of the Hindu type, and 
yet these people want their system 
called Christian. With Mrs. Eddy 
Go is principle; man is an idea or re- 
flection of God with na separate exis- 
tence; prayer is purely subjective. 
She tries to get out from under this 
identification of her system, but her 
effort was due either to her knowledge 
that such an identification would be 
finally disaStrous to her program or 
else to her ignorance of the essentials 
of pantheism. But listen further while 
this divine revelator speaks: ‘What 
we term mortal mind or carnal mind 
dependent on matter for manifestation 
‘g not mind. God is mind; all that 
mind, God is or hath is good and He 
made all. Hence evil is not made and 
is not real. All sin is of the flesh. Sin 
exists here or hereafter only so long 
as the illusion of mind in = mat- 
ter remains. It {s a sense of sin not 
« sinful soul which is lost. So jong 
as we believe that soul can sin or that 
immortal soul is in mortal body we 
can never understand the Science of 
Being.” “Matter and its effects, sin, 
sickness and death are states of mortal 
mind, act and react, and then come to 


a stop. They are not ideas but il- 
lusions.” Jesus says: When He the 
Spirit of Truth is come He will 


convict the world of sin of righteous- 
ness and of Judgment to come. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Eddy He will convict the 
world of something that does not exist 
and yet mark you this system calls it-

self Christian. This denial of the 
reality of sin is another earmark of 
pantheism. Look at the effect of this 
on morals, If the flesh is an illusion, 
and sin is non-existent, there is no 
djstinction between yirtue and vice. 
But you say aren't these peoplea moral 


people? I reply where were these 
people brought up? Certainly not in 
the Christian Science church. Let 


children grow up under such teaching 
and the frult of pantheism will not be 
different here from elsewhere. In try- 
ing to exalt the transcendence of God 
sha has made the mistake comnion to 
all pantheism, she has lost the great 
truth of the immanence of God. Mrs. 
Eddy says our bodies have no real ex- 
istence. Paul says “Know ye_ not 
that your hody is a-temple of the Holy 
Spirit?” Choose between Mrs. Eddy 
and Paul for your spiritual teacher. 
Again: “The five physical senses 
are the avenues-‘and instruments of 
human error and they correspond with 
error.” The last chapter of the 
Christian Science text book is entitled 
Fruitage and covers exactly 100 pages 
ang Mrs. Eddy’s source of authority 
on every page, and for every  state- 
ment in that chapter is cone of the five 
senses that she has described as the 
avenues and instruments of error. Con- 
tradictions are nothing to this divine 
revelator—her book is full of them. 


She calls her system science. What 
science is there that repudiates the 
testimony of these ifive senses. It is 


easy to call any system science when 
you play fast ang loose with the mean- 
jng of words as this author does. Fur- 
ther: ‘‘Medical science treats disease 
as though disease were real, therefore 
right, and attempts to heal it with 
matter. If qisease is right, it is wrong 
to heal it.” ‘Disease qoes not exist.” 
“Sickness is a _ growth of error.” 
“What causes disease cannot cure it.” 
Does it strike you as a little strange 
that something that doesn’t exist has 
a cause and can be a growth? “Des- 
truction of the auditory nerve and 
paralysis of the optic nerve are not 
necessary to ensure deafness and 
blindness; for if mortal mind says, 
“Tam deaf and blind it will be so with- 
out an injured nerve.” About a year 
ago a travelling lecturer was here, aad 
spoke in the Armoury, and among 
other things made this wise state- 
ment: “Christian Science qoes not ig- 
nore the so-called germ theory of dis- 
ease; but Christian Science knows 
that a germ is only a false thought of 
God.” You can take your microscope 
and see the little gentleman travel- 
ling about and then agree that he 
doesn’t exist at all except as a false 
thought of God. This profound truth 
was censored and passed by headquar- 
ters at Boston. “One disease is no 
more real than another.” “Truth 


handles the most malignant disease 
with perfect assurance.” In the light 
of these statements, let the answer 


come from this divine revelator in 
her own words: “Until the advancing 
age admits the efficacy and supremacy 
of mind, it is better for Christian 
Scientists to leave surgery and _ the 
adjustment of broken bones and dis- 
locations to the fingers of a surgeon, 
while the mental healer confines h‘m- 
self chiefly to mental reconstruction 
and to the prevention of inflamma- 
tion.” “Obstetrics is not science and 
will not be taught,” ‘Mrs. Eddy advis- 
es, until the public thought becomes 
better acquainted with Christian Sci- 
ence, that Christian Scientists decline 
to doctor infectious or contagious dis- 
eases,” The poor innocent outside 
the mystery says why all these excep- 
tions, anq listen to this from the offi- 
cial text book, Science and Health: 
“If from an injury or from any cause, 
a Christian Scientist were seized with 
pain so violent that he could not traat 
himself mentally, and the Scientists 
had failed to relieve him, the sufferer 
could call a surgeon, who would give 
him a hypodermic injection, then, 
when the belief of pain was lulled, he 
could handle his own case mentally.” 
Mark you, a hypodermic injection for 
something thaj doesn’t exist! Con- 
sistency, thou art a jewel! Nobody 
will get rich if he goes out to gather 
these jewels in this box. Some of 
my friends will imagine that I have a 
lot of ill will in my soul to them, that 
leads me to speak thus. My only ce- 
fence is that I have no ill will to any- 
body and I am but pursuing my text: 
Ye shall know the truth and the truth 
shall make youfree; prove all things, 
hold fast that which is good. I would 
that my friends might get their eyes 
opened as many ex-members of the 
Christlan Science church have done, 
and that we might all know the true 
inwardness of this system that parad- 
es itself as Christian and as science. 


Mrs. Eddy's pass key which she 
uses to let herself out of all kinds of 
awkward holes and corners is what 
she calls—Mortal Mind—which she 
defines as “Nothing claiming to be 
something,” which you will agree is a 
very profound definition. In one of 
her books she says: “Mortal mind and 
body are one.” But in, her text book 
she says: “In reality there is no mor- 
tal mind.” In face of this she says: 
“The hands without mortal mind to 
direct them could not commit murder.” 
This ought to mean that the thing that 
doesn't exist commits murder. Again: 
“We neeq to understand that error is 
nothing—disbelief in error destroys 
error.” This means that disbelief in 
nothing destroys nothing, which is a 
sample of this divine inspiration. Truly 
Mr. Brownlee, human nature is very 
peculiar! But there is a question I 
would like to ask these travelling 
echoes of Boston. You say that God 
or Divine Principle is, the only creat- 
or—no part of God can enter into man 
since all connected with God is immor- 
fal. Man is incapable of sin and has 
no real existence apart from God 
and so cannot create anything. <Ac- 
cording to your own system it cannot 
come from God and it cannot come 
from man, where then did itcome from? 
It ia defined as nothing, and yet to it 
is attributed all the woes of poor 
benighted humanity. The arbitrary 
manual, that Mrs. Eddy made un- 
changeable before her death, forbids 
you to answer any questions and you 
expect us to be like a lot of dumb 
driven cattle and swallow all that you 


serve up with a purpose. Can any- 
body blame Mark Twain for turning 
hig, wit loose in this ifleld. Listen to 
this: “One should not tarry in the 
storm if the body {is freezing, nor 
chould he remain in the devouring 
flames.” Local members of the Chris- 


tian Science church are not more itn- 
consistent than Mrs. Eddy when they 
wear warm fur coats instead of 
bleached cotton in the winter time, 
and when they are busy writing sick 
benefit insurance, for didn't Mrs, fddy 
eleven years after her special revela- 
tion, and after she had declared mar- 
riage to be gynonymous with legalized 
lust, divorce a second husband and

take-unto herself a third husband? 
Didn't she herself recommend when 
the pain {s too severe to get a surgeon 
to give you a hypodermic? Perhaps 
she agreed With the preacher who 
said that it took him all his time to 
preach without practising. This so- 
called religion has a very practical 
bearing on ‘the physical life, especially 
when you remember that this life has 
no reality. Listen to this: “Because 
the muscles of the blacksmith’s arm 
are strongly developed it does not fol- 
low that exercise has produced this 
result or that a less used arm must 
he weak. Thé trip hammer is not in- 
creased in size by exercise. Why not? 
Since muscles are «as material 
as wood and _ iron? Not  be- 
cuse of muscular exercise, but by 
reason of the blacksmith’s faith in 
exercise, his arm becomes stronger.” 
If anybody waylays me I hope they 
will not have faith that their muscles 
are as big as Jack Johnson’s. It is 
really hard to be constantly serious in 
this matter, even when you realize that 
this is one of the most serious traves- 
ties on both religion and science in 
our day, and when a number of our 
earnest people are carried off their 
feet to their future intense regret if 
not humiliation. For myself I have 
both time and patience for the honest 
seeker after truth, but when a man or 
woman becomes so infatuated that 
they will only read what headquarters 
will allow them to read, refuse to hear 
any other side of a question than the 
one they want to believe and entertain 
the same bitter apirit to them that dif- 
fer from them that Mrs. Eddy did, 
talking to them is about as useless as 
talking to a drunk man about prohibi- 
tion. But, you say, surely this 
prophetess didn’t‘ have any bitterness 
in her soul against anybody. It is 
true that she says: “In Science 
(Christian) animal magnetism is a 
mere negation.” Yet she brought ac- 
tion in the courts against Daniel Spof- 
ford on the ground that he had exercis- 
ed malicious animal, magnetism 
against one of her students. Her fear 
of animal magnetism drove her from 
Lynn to Boston and from Boston to 
Cohcord. She wouldn’t even mail her 
letters in Boston because she imagin- 
ed so many people there were working 
animal magnetism against her. This 
thing that she calls a pure negation 
harassed her all her life. Mrs. Eddy did 
her best to get the courts to sit in 
judgment on animal magnetiem or 
mortal mind. No wonder that the 
court dismissed her appeal with a 
smile, because to have granted it would 
have been to return to the days of 
witchcraft. 

About two-thirds of the last lectur- 
er’s time was taken up with an at- 
tempt to prove that Christian Science 
is the application of philosophical 
idealism to religion. By qoing this he 
was able to keep away from many of 
the absurdities of his predecessor. 
What about this claim? We have al- 
ready seen 6ome of the points of simil- 
arity between Christian Science and 
Hindu Pantheism, viz., God not a per- 
son but a principle and all reality; 
man a mere reflection of God and no 
separate existence, the denial of real- 
ity to the material world and _ the 
resulting elimination of any distinc- 
tion between virtue and vice as the 
logical application of the theory. It 
is true that philosophical idealism 
holds up the spiritual as the one ulti- 
mate reality; but philosophical ideal- 
ism qoes not deny the reality of the 
material world as the medium through 
which the spiritual finds expression. 
This is the great truth of the imman- 
ence of,God that shines through the 
pages of both Old and New Testa- 
ments, and is at the root of the 
whole sacramental idea of life—a vis- 
ible sign of an invisible grace. Of 
course We areall idealists today since 
materialism as a philosophy of life {s 
dead and buried; but idealism is very 
different from pantheism and thie dis- 
tinction Mrs. Eddy and her travelling 
lecturers fail to make at least in their 
censored lectures. One of the funda- 
mental fallacies of the whole system is 
the failure to distinguish between the 
theory of knowledge and the theory of 
being or reality. Mrs. Eddy would 
have us believe, and the last lecturer 
in Red Deer tried the same line, that 
because we do not know a thing per- 
fectly, therefore we do not know it at 
all and therefore it does not exist. 
This was the confusion that led her 
into all kinds of absurdities, even to 
taking a hypodermic injection to re- 
lieve pain that according to her own 
theory does not exist at all. It is 
really pathetic to see the devotees of 
this cult toiling and sweating to per- 
suade themselves of the unreality of 
those facts of life that daily experi- 
ence compels them to recognize as real 
and excusing themselves for so doing 
by their lack of development in Sci- 
ence whem even their real revelator 
couldn’t get beyond these stern reali- 
ties. How majestic and inspiring is 
the true idealism of our Christian re- 
ligion as set forth in the life and spirit 
of Jesus which recognizes the facts of 
life as daily experience brings them 
home to us but above and beyond 
these a power dwelling in us enabling 
us to come off more than conquerors 
through Him that loved us. Its claim 
to a place in the ranks of philosophi- 
cal idealism, as well as its claim to be 
a science, is, in my humble _ opinion, 
quite as unfounded as its claim to be 
called Christian, and if [ may make a 
prediction it would be that it will 
ultimately find its way to the museum 
of relics that at different times have 
flared up and led their faithful onez 
out into the wilderness. 

. But, you say, if there isn’t anv truth 
in Christian Science, how does it 
grow? Mark you, I didn't say there 
wasn't any truth in Christian Science. 
In the first place it is well to remem- 
ber that in 1906 Mrs. Eddy shut down 
on giving out official figures of the 
number of members of the Christian 
Science church. For some time pre- 
vious to this there had been a slump it 
seems In the boom so the curtain was 
rung down. Since her death the head- 
quarters have been having a bad time 
of it. That’s what always hap- 
pens Jn an autocratic system when the 


autocrat passes on.--~ Since these. ser- 
mons were written the press dispatches 
of December 30th sfate that Judge 
Croby of the Supreme Court announc- 
ed that day if the Board of Trustees 
and the Board of Directors didn’t 
come to an agreement in four days 
that the court would appoint a receiy- 
er, who would not necessarily be a 
member of the Christian Science 
church, but would be one in whom the 
court would have confidence to handle 
the affairs of the Christian Science 


church and to administer the trust 
created by the late Mrs. Eddy. This 
dispatch is from Boston. Their diffi- 


culty is wha is to be the new uauto- 
crat. This church is like a volcano, 
its greatest power of destruction ia 
within itself. In spite of the fact 
that great numbers have left the 
church, one student of the movement 
says they are leaving it as fast as they 
are coming into it, yet it does make 
its appeal, especially to women. The 
percentage of women in the-~member- 
ship of the Christian Science Church 
is said to be 72; while in other 
churches it is 57. At first it seems 
to be a great exaltation of God. In 
reality it is a great degradation of 
God. While the scriptures remind us 
that the heavens declare the glory of 
God and the firmament sheweth forth 
the works of His hands, Mrs. Eddy 
says all these manifestations of His 
glory do not exist. 

Again, it makes its appeal against 
materialism anditscrass interpretation 
of life. Personally, I think that this 
js the best thing that can be said 
about Christian Science. Of course, 
its pantheistic appeal spoils its criti- 
cism of materialism; but still anything 
that turns men’s minds from a crude 
materialism, either theoretical or 
practical, has something in its favor. 

Probably the strongest popular ap- 
peal it makes is when it says in the 
name of religion—Here is health and 
healing. That this is a strong appeal 
is evident when you read that certain 
patent medicines have been sold up 
to millions of bottles. This is what 
Mrs. Eddy saw when she decided to 
turn her method of healing into a 
religion, which she dil 20 years after 
her special revelation, "hen she added 
her Key to the Scriptur’s to her text 
book. Out of her own mouth she has 
condemned her theory jiu the diseases 
that she has exempted and her hypo- 
dermic injection for puin. 

Even in Reqd Deer. the absurdities 
of the appeal have been seen. A 
woman told me not long since of her 
experience with some_ Christian 
Science experts in Red Deer. She 
was suffering intense pain in her ab- 
domen, and was even bleeding at the 
mouth gnd nose from some internal 
hemorrhage. These experts came 
along and told her there was nothing 
wrong with her, persuaded her to get 
into their car, took her for a drive, 
laughed and sang songs, etc., to drive 
away this illusion. At last they 
brought her back, a friend came along, 
6aw her condition, hurried her to the 
hospital, where a surgeon removed 
an immense tumour from her abdo- 
men. Of course these experts would 
say that this tumor had no reality 
but was an illusion of mortal mind. 
If all this is so simple, why didn’t 
Mrs. Eddy heal her own sister-in-law, 
who died in Boston in 1902, after suf- 
fering for 7 years from cancer of the 
breast, and having been treated by 
one of Mrs. Eddy’s own expert healers, 
finally gave them up as they brought 
her no relief? Why didn’t she heal 
her, echo answers why? The cruelty 
of this sygtem to children is gilmost 
unbelievable. After preaching this 
sermon, a woman came up to me and 
said “I could tell you something of 
Christian Science. I saw my brother. 
in-law’s little child just writhing in 
pain and all the father and mother 
would do was to try and persuade 
the child that there was no such thing 
as pain and he lay down on the floor 
and died at their feet.” 

There is a humorous side to the 
theory of this system, but it is awfully 
hard to keep from using strong lan- 
fuage when you see the cruel at- 
tempts that are sometimes made to 
carry it out. Let no one confuse the 
system of Christian Science with 
spiritual healing. The method of 
Christian Science is to destroy the 
illusion, to tell you that there is no 
reality to pain or sickness. The 
method of spiritual healing which 
draws upon an external power and the 
method of mental healing which draws 
upon an internal power is to recog- 
nize the reality of the sickness and to 
set to work to overcome it. These 
methods, of course, are very ancient, 
but the truth in them abides, and is 
likely to become more and more ap- 
preciated. The medical man who rec- 
ognizes only a material body and ma- 
terial means as the source of healing 
and denies the possibility of spiritual 
healing is in the same class as the 
Christian Science lecturer who denies 
the possibility of healing through the 
application of medical science. Both 
are in the kindergarten class. I have 
good reason to balieve in the reality 
of spiritual healing,’ for I believe that 
I am alive today because of this pow- 
er. In the ancient Greek temples the 
practise of spiritual healing was car- 
ried on 2000 years ago. One of their 
methods was to fast. If we would only 
order our eating we would rid ourselv- 
es of many of our ills. The scientific 
basis of spiritual healing seems to be 
after this manner. Psychologists tell 
us that we have a supra-liminal and a 
sub-liminal consciousness. Limen is 
the Latin word for threshold. For 
instance, we are trying to recall, say 
a name, Our supra-liminal conscious- 
ness wrestles with it and gives it up. 
When we are not apparently thinking 
of it, up it comes. Our sub-liminal 
consciousness has been busy. Within 
the depths of the sub-liminal con- 
sciousness are 6pirltual powers with 
which man is only beginning to get ac- 
quainted. Herein Hes the basis upon 
which the late Prof. Wm. James, of 
Harvard, laid his conclusion that: 
“Prayers for the sick do contribute to 
their recovery,” and the Apostle Jam- 
es was a true scientist as well as a 


true revealer- when he sald: “The 
prayer of faith shall save the — sick 
and the Lord shall raise him up.” 


Jesus’ method of healing was in com- 
plete harmony with the transcendence 
of God to Whom He tegularly appeal- 
ed as a Person, also with the truth 
of the immanence of God, also with 
the fact that sin was an intense real- 
itv at the root of the intensely real 
troubles in the life of man, whose per- 
sonality is separate from that of God 
and is therefare a responsible and im- 
mortal being. His method was in 
complote harmony with the most mod- 
ern understanding of the science of 
psychology and His drawing forth of 
the activity of faith and His reward of 
such activity are a real challenge to 
His church upon the earth today. Has 
God changed? Is Jesus dead? Are 
we not as truly In need of His help as 
ever? May it nat be that the dead. 
ness of the church to this truth and 
the scorn of medical sclence have giv- 
en the absurdities of Christian Scj- 
ence their opportunity. If the prose- 
cution of these absurdities has opened 
our eyes to this truth then the Lord be

writers asking for a reduction in the 
rate of fire insurance on account of 


asking that the Council change the 
nature of assistance to the Library. 
In the past a grant of two or three 
hundred dollars had been made by the 
Council, and he suggested that, say,one 
mill of the assessment be devoted to 
this purpose. We have now a library 
worth about four thousand dollars; it 
can be understood that our library is 
becoming quite an asset to the city. 
We had a splendid librarian, who was 
so interested that he offered to go the 
work. free. The Board would not ac- 
cept that offer, but gave him a reduc- 
ed salary of $25 a month. Last year 
the Boarg collected about one hundred 
dollars in fines, which had paid for 
repairs to books, etc. Last year the 
Board purchased 600 books for $300. 
Some of these books, of course, were 
secondhand. Some books had been 
out over one hundred times, that had 
cost the Library one dollar. He hoped 
the city could make them a grant 
this year equal to previous years. 
There was one hundred dollars ow- 
ing on last year’s grant which the 
Library Board would like as soon as 
possible. 

It was decided to leave the grant to 
the Library Board over to the time 
when the estimates will be brought 
down.

Ald. Broughton suggested men 6o far 
as possible, should be engaged on 
city work, who were resident  rate- 
payers. 

The Commissioner said this rule 
was followed as closely as possible. 

A by-law was read amending the 
Ncense by-law for the licensing of 
coal and wood dealers. 7 
“Ald. Smith said he wished it under- 
stood that the coal dealers were not 
opposed to farmers bringing in coal. 
They are not opposed to legitimate 
farmers bringing in coal at any time, 
but are opposed to people residing in 
Red Deer bringing in coal and yet do 
not pay taxes or have a license. 

Ald. Gibson asked if the peddler's 
license by-law could not be used 
against these people. 

Not if they pay a business tax, the 
Commissioner answered. 

Ald. Smith said the coal dealers 
did not wish to antagonize the farmer 
in any way, but they had to put a big 
amount of capital into their business, 
had to pay heavy taxes, had to keep 
a big stock of coal on hand for severe 
weather and it was, he claimed, a 
hardship because a great deal of 
coal was brought into the city, and 
the dealers felt it keenly. 

Ald. Broughton said he understood 
we were trying to get after the men 
who were bringing in coal by the car 
load and selling it in the city, not the 
farmer. 

The Mayor said he was afraid there 
were busy bodies who desired to ham- 
per the Council in their business. No 
mention was ever made against the 
farmer bringing in cov. He distinct- 
ly remembered Ald. Smith giving ex- 
pression to this thought the first time 
he ever spoke to him on*the question. 
He was very sorry this idea had got 
abroad, as he knew the coal dealers 
never objected to the farmers hauling 
in coal. This was also true regarding 
hauling in wood. 

Ald. Smith said he did not care if 
farmers brought in wood enough to 
last for years. He would like to see 
the farmers bring in wood at any 
time, without any license. He felt 
farmeré were hauling in coal because 
of dire necessity, and he would not for 
a moment stand in the way of such 
farmers. 

The coal license by-law was finally 
read, and a license fee of $50 will be 
charged for persons bringing ig coal 
by rail. 

Commissioner Stephenson explained 
the C.P.R. assessment was on_ the 
water tank and coal chute as well, 
which he had explained to the C.P.R. 
authorities. 

Ald. Broughton asked how it was 
the city assessment and departmental 
annual reports had appeared in the 
press before being presented to the 
Council. 

The Commissioner explained he had 
given the assessment out himself, and 
the reports should have been read at 
the last meeting, but were held over. 

Ald. Broughton contended no docu- 
ment should be published until it had 
appeared before the Council, as_ it 
placed the members of the Council in 
a poor light. 

Mr. Galbraith by courtesy of the 
Mayor, explained the assessment had 
always been handed out as 600n as 
ready to the press. As for the annual 
reports, he said he had copied them 
ag they soon became stale news. He 
had not intended any discourtesy to 
the Council. 

Ald. Smith explained the publishing 
of the reports placed the Council in a 
poor light, as the ratepayers saw 
them before the Council did, and he 
felt, with Alderman Broughton, the 
Council should deal with them first. 

Mr. Galbraith said the point was 
well taken, and admitted the conten- 
tion of the members of the Council. 

The Hospital Board report was pre- 
sented to the Council, but as the new 
Board had not seen it except Ald. Best, 
it was referred to them for considera- 
tion and to report on at next meet- 
ing. 

Ald. Gibson said he had interviewed 
the Minister of Education while in 
IEdmonton on certan matters regarding 
school legislation and taxes, and hop- 
eq that some legislation which would 
help the present unbearable situation 
may be introduced at an early date. 

The questions asked by Ald. Best at 
the last meeting of the Council were 
answered by Commissioner Stephen- 
son and each member of the Council 
given a typewritten copy. The answers 
will be found in another column. 

The Mayor speaking on the ques- 
tion of insurance, said we should get 
all our insurance policies on city prop- 
erty consolidated to a certain extent, 
and this question will come up at a 
future meeting.
